charge of the bill. I stated in re- 
sponse that I was, of course, entirely 
willing- to see Mr. Tiliman personal- 
ly or to see Mr. Chandler or anyone 
else who could speak for him, and I 
accordingly directed my secretary to 
make an appointment for Mr. Chand- 
ler to see me. 
My understanding 


was that he was the representative 
of Mr. Tiliman. 
In the first inter- 


view he stated1 to me the views of 
Mr. Tiliman, with seeming authority. 
He called1 on me several times. 


"To all whom I saw I stated that 


the Hepburn bill was in its essence 
entirely satisfactory 
to me. 
The 


Hepburn "bill as it passed the House 
simply recognized the right of review 
by the courts—that is the jurisdiction 
of the courts—but did not attempt to 
define it, thus leaving the courts to 
prescribe the limits of their own 
jurisdiction. 
This was in accordance 


with the ideas of the attorney gener- 
al, his belief being that thereby we 
avoided all danger of the bill being 
declared unconstitutional 
because of 


the attempt to confer either too mu'ch 
or 
too 
little 
jurisdiction in 
the- 


courts. 


"I also repeatedly stated1 that while 


it was entirely satisfactory 
to me 


simply to leave the Hepburn bill in 
substance as it was, that is, with the 
recognition of the jurisdiction of the 
courts/but without any attempt 
to 


define .that jurisdiction, yet that I 
was entirely willing that there should 
be a definition, provided that this 
definition did not seek to grant a 
broad review, 
but 
explicitely nar- 


rowed it to the two subjects which as 
a matter of fact I believed that the 
courts would' alone consider in case 
there was no attempt to 
define the 


limits of their review; that is, would 
limit it to the question as to whether 
the commission had a^ted ultra vires 
and as to whether any man's consti- 
tutional rights had been impaired.

Apropos of the complaints of 
bad 


umpiring 
at 
the 
InterScholastic 


League baseball games in Kochester, 
the Somers-worth Free Press 
pub- 


lishes the following; 


"When the Interscholastic Baseball 


League for this section 
was 
reor- 


ganized tbis year, it was agreed that 
the umpires should be paid men and 
disinterested. 
This would, if carried 


out, have insured fair and decent um- 
piring. But a little later the mana- 
gers got together and 
annulled' the 


agreement, probably 
on 
account of 


expense. 
The 
arrangement 
then 


made 'was that the home team should 
select the umpire, subject to the ap- 
proval of the local 'high school prin- 
cipal. That settled the business and 
it settled the prospect of decent um- 
piring. A rule of this kind could not 
be expected to operate fairly, and it 
certainly has not. 


"The game at Rochester on Satur-

with rusty spot?. Its weight usually 
ranges~TTo~rn~ CO'ToTtKrgrams (two to 
5% ounces), though specimens weigh- 
ing 500 sra:as (more than a pound> 
are sometiirrs 
found. At maturity, 


which it rrachfs in late autumn or 
winter, its flesh is black with a reddish 
or viclst sheen. 
Its agreeable flavor 


and delicate odor make it the most 
highly esteemed of all varieties. 


The black trufile, smaller than the 


preceding, ami 
of variable 
size, 
ia 


found about four inches below the sur- 
face of the ground. Its flesh is gray 
or bister, marked with light red spots 
at maturity. 
It is not in very great 


demand, because of ita nvuiky odor. 


The St. John's or summer truffle 13 


gathered in July or in October. 
Tha 


tubers of this species are rounded, and 
have a brownish black skin and large 
poly-genial warts, striped transversely. 
The flesh, nearly 
white at first, be- 


conies, on ripening, a clay yellow or 
light brownish bister. 
The summer 


truffle is found everywhere in the for- 
ests of central and sou thorn France. 
growing under 
horn beans, birches 


and ha/.el bnshes. Though its rather 
coarse, onionMUe odor lessens its value, 
it is almost the only variety seen in 
the markets of England, Germany and 
Piedmont. 


The truffle, known as the "grosse 


fouine," or "pitchfork," somewhat re- 
sembles the St. John's truffle, but is 
distinguished from it by the smallnesa 
of its warts, its moderate size, rough, 
black skin and

flesh, marked with fine black lines and 
usually by a broad cleft near the base.

PLEAS OF GUT? 


Life Sentence For Mysterious Bandit; Conin Gets Maxi- 


mum Of Thirty Years 


Secretly, with darkness shrouding the movements of the officers, Jo- 


seph Gouin and his companion, known as John Doe, were taken from Ports- 
mouth jail to the jail in Exeter very early this (Tuesday) morning. 


It was an unexpected move. 
No one except the officials of the coun- 


ty were aware that it was even contemplated. It was supposed that the 
prisoners would remain here until next Monday, the date originally set 
for their trial. The sudden change of plan and the quiet removal of 
the 


prisoners was made without warning and the public was taken complete- 
ly by surprise. 


At Exeter. John Doe was sentenced to state prison for life. 
Gouin re- 


ceived a sentence of not more than thirty nor less than twenty years. 


prisoners had been conducted iusid« 
both doors were securely locked and 
au armed deputy 
was 
placed on 


guard at each. 


Station agents bad been warned to 


allow' no intimation of the plan& of 
the officials to go out over either th« 
telephone or telegraph wires. 


By night, the men will have begun

pleted. Congressman Sulloway 
will 


take the initiatory steps to secure 
the building of another dry dock for 
Portsmouth, one of even greater pro- 
portions than the magnificent one re- j 
cently completed there.

the aim of the congressman to get a 
dock which will be the largest ever 
constructed in the 
-world, and one

larger battleship than the new one of 
20,000 tons the government expects 
to begin work on soon.
